CALL TO ORDER

Chair Schmider called the meeting of the Executive Committee of the Interstate Commission for EMS Personnel Practice
to order at 3:00 p.m. Friday, September 3, 2021, and took roll call.

AGENDA REVIEW
Chair Schmider opened the floor for any comments on the agenda. Hearing none, the agenda was approved.
MINUTES

Chair Schmider asked if there were any additions or corrections to the minutes of the August 6, 2021. Hearing none,
Romanello moved for approval; Woodyard seconded. No discussion and no dissent, the minutes were approved.

REPORTS

Treasurer

Denny provided the treasurer’s report for August 61 as well as September 3. Woodyard made a motion to approve the
August 6™ treasurer’s report; House seconded. No discussion and no dissent, the August 6™ report was approved.
Romanello made a motion to approve the September 3™ treasurer’s report; House seconded. No discussion and no
dissent, the September 3 report was approved.

Chair
Chair Schmider provided an update
e Executive Director position — announced the hiring of Ray Mollers as the Compact’s first Executive Director.
Mollers will be starting in the position on September 20, 2021.
e |t was noted that the Compact received notification that Commissioner Romanello would be resigning his
position as Commissioner effective October 8, 2021. Romanello was thanked for his service to the Compact and
his role upon the Executive Committee.
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NREMT
Mollers updated the committee:
e Website redesign continues to progress and is on track for content to be loaded around September 15" with a
launch set by the end of September.
o NEMSCD data efforts are also on track and a few states were identified as not in contact. Josh Tilton will
continue to attempt to establish contact with those states. It was shared that this may be one of the first steps for
the Executive Director upon starting.

Woodyard recognized the National Registry for their continued support and specifically upon the website redesign
project. He also shared that content can be changed by the Executive Director with this platform and that there was
going to be a refresh on logos associated with the Compact.

Educator
Manz provided an update:

e Announcements of the new Executive Director to commissioners, partners, and media outlets had been made.

e Attended and co-presented at a Council of State Governments meeting related to Compacts. Other group
included was PsyPAC. Manz noted that this gave attendees a good perspective of how not all compacts are
created to the same end, but have very similar components and structure.

e There are states with legislation pending and one of the states expressed a concern with the requirement of a
fingerprint based background check. This state believes they will need to run companion legislation with the
Compact to allow for the authority to perform the background check.

o Wolfberg noted that although this continues to be brought up, sharing that a background check has or
has not been performed is not sharing the information within the check. It was also noted that there are
many health care related Compacts where this is applicable, not just the EMS Compact.

Woodyard complemented Wolfberg and his firm on their support of the EMS Compact, through both the navigating of this
fingerprint based background check as well as their assistance with the Treasurer.

Dia Gainor, NASEMSO, reported that the University of Maryland, Baltimore County (UMBC) had a Master’s Level
Program on Emergency Health Law and Policy that she consulted with and was seeking more information related to the
legal aspects of the EMS Compact. This was forwarded to Doug Wolfberg to reach out to assist as he deemed fit.

With no further business brought before the Commission, Romanello motioned to adjourn; Denny seconded; Chair
Schmider adjourned the meeting at 3.:38 p.m. Friday, September 3, 2021.
